EMPLOYMENT SCHOOL AUDIOMETRISTS 


Regulations governing the issuance certificates 
registration schoo! audiometrists were adopted 
the State Board Public Health its meeting 
October 13th. They are follows: 


accordance with the provisions Chapter 743 
the Health and Safety Code, the following shall 
the qualifications required for certificate reg- 
istration school audiometrist 

Applicant who has satisfactorily completed 
institute, whose curriculum has been approved the 
California State Board Public Health, may receive 
certificate. the applicant completed the course 
audiometry more than five years prior the date 
application, must have had least one year 
experience the interim the administration 
hearing tests school children the paro- 
chial schools, other tax maintained institutions 
this State. 

Applicant who presents evidence having 
had two years substantial and responsible experi- 
ence the administration hearing tests school 
children the parochial schools, other 
tax maintained institutions this State within five 
years preceding the date application, shall qualify 
for certificate. 

Applicant must submit evidence that has 
physical handicap which will interfere with the 
performance his duties. 

All applications for the certificate regis- 
tration school audiometrist shall filed the

Section 252.7 was added the Health and Safety 
Code the last Legislature requiring the State Board 
Public Health issue certificates school audi- 
ometrists and provide qualifications for the tests 
the hearing school children. 


Another new Section 252.6 permits schools 
employ school audiometrists registered the State 
Board Public Health. The law requires that audi- 
ometrists give tests with instruments accepted the 
Council Therapy the American Medical 
Association.

then some particular phase. all the industries 
which have shown interest through some 
form inquiry, special health bulletins intended for 
plant bulletin boards are sent two-week intervals.

OUTBREAK ANTHRAX CATTLE 
SUTTER AND YUBA COUNTIES 


One human case anthrax has been reported from 
Sutter County resulting from outbreak the dis- 
ease dairy and beef herds. 

Twelve cases among cattle Sutter and Yuba 
Counties were reported the State Department 
Agriculture September and cases were 
reported Butte, Yolo, Marin, Alameda and Kern 
Counties. believed that more cases animals 
are Sutter and Yuba Counties than are 
being reported. The outbreak there was continuing 
October but was expected subside with the onset 
cold weather. 

The human ease oceurred man who had skinned 
animal which had died anthrax Sutter County. 
lesion developed his wrist the next day and 
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was advised veterinarian see his physician. 
diagnosis anthrax was made and the patient was 
placed hospital and treated successfully with 
sulfathiazole and penicillin. 

The State Department Agriculture reports that 
penicillin being used successfully the treatment 
animal cases. most instances anti-anthrax 
serum and penicillin are used. 


LOS ANGELES BEACH QUARANTINE 
EXTENDED SEASIDE TERRACE, 
SANTA MONICA 


new order extending the quarantine the Los 
Angeles beaches Seaside Terrace, south the Santa 
pier, was issued the State Board 
Health its meeting October 13th. 

The new order, which replaces the one issued the 
board September 15, 1941, follows: 


Laboratory studies and sanitary 
inspections made the California State Depart- 
ment Public Health during 1945 have shown that 
the ocean beach and shore waters Santa Monica 
Bay, extending from Fourteenth (14th) Street north 
the Hermosa Beach Pier Hermosa Beach 
Seaside Terrace south the Santa Monica Pier 
the City Santa Monica, are contaminated and pol- 
luted with sewage dangerous degree and 

This condition constitutes menace 
the health persons using these beaches; and 

That the California State Board 
Health, meeting Los Angeles Saturday, 
October 13th, 1945, does hereby establish quaran- 
tine the stretch beach north the Hermosa 
Beach Pier Hermosa Beach Seaside Terrace 
south the Santa Pier the City Santa 
Monica. Quarantine under this order means the 
exclusion the from the shore waters and the 
beach the area deseribed above extending the 
beach the point reached high tide; and 
further 

Resolved, That, pursuant the above findings 
the California State Board Health, copy 
this resolution sent all city and health 
officers within the area herein described, notifying 
and advising them said quarantine and directing 
that they post signs warning the public that the area 
under quarantine and that they enforce the provi- 
sions this order. 

action taken for the preservation the 
health pursuant the provisions the 
Health and Safety Code the State California.’’ 


The National Safety Council reports that the two 
weeks immediately following V-J Day the total traf- 
deaths jumped 2,430. Twenty-six per cent more 
people were killed accidents during August, 
1945, than the same month year ago.

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CALIFORNIA ABOVE NATIONAL AVERAGE 
BUT BELOW STANDARDS 
PHN EMPLOYMENT 


The United States now has total 20,818 public 
health nurses, one public health nurse for every 
8,300 people, according statistics supplied the 
United States Health Service. 

The distribution public health nurses according 
population ranges from one public health nurse 
every 2,900 people Eastern State one for 18,300 
people Southwestern State. There are 909 coun- 
ties without health nurse. 

The last count made California was January 
1945. that date, there were 1,440 public health 
nurses employed, one for every 6,141 persons based 
population estimate 8,842,700. 

The minimum standard advocated public health 
authorities one public health nurse every 2,000 
5,000 population. 

California counties had one nurse every 
5,000, less, population. They are: Alpine, Del 
Norte, Inyo, Kings, Marin, Mariposa, Mono, San Diego, 
San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, Solano, Sutter, Ven- 
tura and Yuba. 

The population served one public health nurse 
was 10,000 more eight counties: Humboldt, Men- 
Napa, Placer, San Benito, San Joaquin, Siski- 
you and Stanislaus. 

The people six counties did not have the service 
public health nurse January Ist. They are: 
Calaveras, Colusa, Glenn, Plumas, Sierra and Trinity. 

Although the total number public health nurses 
employed the Nation reported have remained 
static during the war, the number California 
increased 127 from January 1944, January 
1945. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR USE DDT 
FOOD ESTABLISHMENTS 


Recommendations for the use DDT insecti- 
cide restaurants, school cafeterias and other food 
establishments have been issued the Bureau Food 
and Drug Inspections. 

The recommendations which will available 
for posting the walls kitchens, storerooms 
and other places where food handled and stored are 
printed below. 

DDT insecticide widely used and publicized 
the armed forces and only recently released for civilian 
use. has been successfully used control flies, 
mosquitoes, ants, roaches, fleas and bedbugs. When 
applied walls, ceilings other surfaces sufficient 
amount, will kill many kinds insects when they 


rest crawl the surfaces. The action effective 
for two three months. DDT does not repel insects 
nor prevent their entering buildings. acts con- 
tact poison. The insect may not die for some time 
after contact. 

DDT not substitute for screening, general sani- 
tation and cleanliness. 

Studies DDT toxicity for humans are still prog- 
ress, and complete information not available, but 
apparently more dangerous than some other 
ticides common use. Various solvents used prep- 
aration insecticides containing DDT appear 
more toxic than DDT itself the basis present evi- 
For further information consult local health 
officers. 

DDT PREPARATIONS 

Read the label the container carefully. The three 
most common forms DDT now available are: 

Commercial insecticides containing DDT. This will 
the form generally used small establishments and 
householders. The contents must shown the 
label. Active ingredient commonly varies from 
per cent DDT volatile solvent for use sprayers. 

Dust containing per cent DDT other 
inert material. This may useful for application 
eracks 

100 per cent DDT powder form. This must 
always dissolved solvent diluted with inert 
material before use. 


HOW USE DDT 

Apply DDT spray with compressed air sprayer 
paint brush. The common flit gun not satisfac- 
tory. atomizes the material too much, causing loss 
spray. also may dangerous the user who 
may breathe the spray. 

spray which will wet the surface but not run 
most desirable. One quart per cent spray should 
used for each 250 square feet surface. One quart 
per cent spray should used for each 125 
square feet surface. 

Spray all walls, ceilings and other surfaces. Win- 
dow screens and screen doors should brushed, not 
sprayed, for does not stick them. pref- 
erable apply DDT preparations surfaces eight 
hours before food prepared. This will greatly 
avoid the possibility food contamination from spray 
residue. 

The area around garbage cans and garbage collection 
stations should thoroughly sprayed. 

Wash thoroughly with soap and water any skin sur- 
face that may have come contact with the spray. 


PRECAUTIONS 


not store DDT the same room near food 
supplies. DDT tasteless and particularly when 
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mixed with inert materials may mistaken for flour 
baking powder. poisonous. 

not allow spray come with food, 
dishes, silverware other household utensils. 

not spray near open flame. Many solvents are 
inflammable. 

not use Electro Sprayer similar device 
which will produce fog mist. Solvents, especially 
kerosene, may harmful the respiratory tract. 

not allow solutions DDT oil remain 
contact with Wash thoroughly with soap and 
water ease accidental spilling spraying the 
skin and after each use the sprayer. Individuals 
may get allergic rash due either the solvent 
the DDT. 


STATE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR KITCHEN 
SANITATION SCHOOLS 


With the reopening schools, inquiries have been 
made concerning proper methods washing dishes 
schools which not have mechanical equipment. Fol- 
lowing are the recommendations the State Depart- 
ment Public Health. These are minimum standards. 
Additional safeguards may required local health 
departments. 


HOW WASH DISHES 

two-compartment sink, sink and dishpan, 
two large dishpans are needed. 

Serape the dishes and utensils carefully remove 
particles food. desirable rinse dishes before 
washing. 

Wash dishes thoroughly hot water with enough 
soap detergent make good suds remove 
all grease and food particles. Water should hot 
the hands stand (110°-120° F.). Change water 
frequently keep clean and always hot. Take par- 
ticular care washing tines forks and bowls 
spoons. Thorough washing and rinsing dishes and 
utensils very important order prevent the 
growth germs and molds. 


HOW SANITIZE WASHED DISHES 
Simple washing and rinsing dishes not sufficient 
guard against the spread disease when dishes are 
used group feeding. For this reason, the dishes, 
utensils and food containers used the school should 
sanitized. This can done one the following 
methods 


Place washed dishes and silver wire 
wooden rack and immerse them for least two min- 
utes clean hot water, near the boiling point 
higher). 


Method II. First rinse the washed dishes and uten- 
sils soap. Immerse for two minutes longer 
lukewarm cool water which chlorine has been 
added the proportion 100 parts per million. 
more dishes are immersed, more chlorine should 
added. The use racks for lowering the dishes into 
the solution will found convenient. One tablespoon 
per cent solution chlorine one gallon 
water will give solution the desired strength. 
Chlorine preparations vary strength. Consult your 
local health officer the State Department Public 
Health doubt the amount any given com- 
mercial preparation you should use. 

Method preferred because simpler and 
because easier control the temperature water 
than control the amount chlorine which evapo- 
rates. 


HOW DRY DISHES 


The best method leave the dishes and utensils 
the racks and drain and dry the air. Cover with 
clean cloth. Drying dishes and utensils with 
towels not recommended, but done towels shall 
and used for other purpose. 


HOW STORE DISHES 


When dishes and utensils have dried they should 
put away clean, dry, closed Glasses, 
bowls and cups should inverted. Silverware should 
placed covered box drawer. 

Care should taken handle the clean dishes and 
utensils little possible. Glasses and bowls should 
grasped from the bottom, plates the edge, cups 
the handles, silverware the handles, ete. 


HOW DISPOSE GARBAGE 


Arrange for removal garbage least twice week 
with least six inches packed earth, burn 
Until removal, garbage should 
kept metal container closed with lid. These 
must cleaned thoroughly after 
emptying. not allow garbage accumulate. 


HOW DISPOSE DISHWATER 


Schools which have connection with city sewer 
system with tank cesspool should flush 
the dishwater into that system. Schools having con- 
nection with waterflushed drainage system should 
make provision for sanitary underground disposal 
dishwater. Advice concerning the construction 
such disposal systems can obtained from local health 
departments from the State Department Public 
Health.
